Lodge Suggests Cool Legislation. 

Mr. Lodge addressed the senate on the 
subject. He said he had intended not to 
do so until the joint resolution introduced 
by him giving to the declaration made by 
Mr. Monroe in his message of December, 
1823, the forma! sanction of congress, had 

received fhe consideration of the commit- 
tee on foreign relations. But since then 
the sresident had sent in his message on 
the Venezuelan difficulty, and congress, 
without a dissenting vorce, had authorized 
the ccemmission which the presijent re- 
quired. This action had led to much wild 
talk and criés more vocai.than numerous 
from those who believe we should never @) 
anything to clash with Enxland’s inter- 
ests. This outcry coupled with London’s 
attempt to frighten congress by producinz 
a Stock panic had teaded two confuse the 
issue. He, therefore, thought a little cool 
legislation would not be out of place. 

Two Cardinal Principles. 

Two cardinal principles, he said, had 
always governed the United States in their 
relations with foreign nations. The first 
was Washington’s neutrality doctrine as 
laid down in the farewell address. The 
second was the Monroe doctrine, the his- 
tory of which he .tracei in detail. The 
only attempt heretofore made by outside 
powers to break through that doctrine 
Was the joint intervention of England, 
France and Spain in Mexico in 1861. A 
second case has now arisen and the main- 
tenance of the Monroe doctrine is again 
threatened as it was by the French in 1862. 
This second attack upon the principles of 
the Monroe doctrine comes from Great 
Britain and is made under cover of a 
boutiiary dispute with Venezuela. 


Entitled to Inherited Rights. 

In order to show the importance of fhifs 
comtroversy Which had now reached a 
crisis affecting the gravity, the honor, the 
interest, the rights and the well-settled pol- 
icy of the United States, he sketched 
“pbriefiy,’’ as he said, but with elaborate 


details, the history of the dispute between - 


Great Britain and Venezuela, and of the 
negotiations between -the two countries. 
He continued as follows: 

“It will be observed from this brief out- 
line of the dispute that no new rights 
have come to England or to Venezuela 
Since 1814, i. e., since the declaration of 
President Monroe. They’ have the rights 
of Spain and Holland, respectively, noth- 
ing more and nothing less, and are enti- 
tled to exactly what those inherited rignits 
give them. In 1836 a British minister al- 
leged that Point Barima belonged to Ven- 
ezuela, by asking the Venezuelan govern- 


ment to erect a lighthouse there. in i140 


a British court in Demarara declared the 
territory of the Moroco, far to the east of 
the Orinoco, to be Venezuelan territory. 


That Shifting Boundary Line. 

“Tn 1841 an English engineer laid out a 
perfectly arbitrary line, running from the 
mouth of the Orinoco in a southerly direc- 
tion until it reached the southern boundary 
of British Guiana. Lord Aberdeen disa- 
vowed this line and proposed another 
starting at the river Moroco and going 
further into the interior; Lord Granviile 
proposed another reaching further to the 
west; Lord Rosebery another inside the 
Schomburgk line, but coupled with the 
free navigation of the Orinoco, In 1893 he 
proposed a second line, and meantime Lord 
Salisbury had extended the British claim 
while he was secretary for foreign affairs. 
Every British minister ‘has offered a differ- 
ent line within which Great Britain would 
not consent to arbitrate and every British 
minister has gone beyond his predecessor 
in making fresh claims to territory beyond 
the line which he offered about which he 
would arbitrate. At first sight this seems 
to denote inconsistency on the part of the 
British government but in reality their 
course has been just the reverse. There 
is apparently just as much support for one 
line. as another when they pass beyond the 
valley of the Essequibo. From Schomburgk 
down, every line was entirely arbitrary, 
end the constantly growing claim beyond 
the various lines offered was in entire keep- 
ing with the policy of the British govern- 
ment. Their object was to get as much 
new territory as they could if the matter 
ever came to a settlement, which they have 
used every artifice to delay.’’ 

An Absolute Violation. 

Asserting his belief that Great Britain 
had no good claim to a foot of land beyond 
the Essequibo, Mr. Lodge laid down the 
principle that if England with no author- 
ity but a disputed claim seized territory 
and declines arbitration upon it, her ac- 
tion does not dirfer from seizing and hold- 
ing new territory in the Americas by the 
right of conquest. The seizure of this 
South American territory by England, he 
asserted, was an absolute violation of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

What England Is Doing. 

“At the last session of congress,” said 
Mr. Lodge, “I called the attention: of the 
senate and 8: the country to the manner 
in which England had absorbed the islands 
of the Pacific and to the necessity of our 
controlling the Hawaiian islands, a ne- 
cessity which now becomes more pressing 
with each succeeding day. Il ask you to 
note tne strong naval stations which Eng- 
land has established at St. Lucia. Follow 
a line thence to the westward and you find 
Trinidad, the development of which has 
been strongly pushed of late yéars, then 
Jamaica and finally British Honduras. 
That line faces the South American coast. 
This territory claimed from Venezuela 
is being pushed steadily to the westward 
along that coast, and the point at which 
it aims is the control of the mouths of 
the Orinoco, one of the great river sys- 
tems of South America. The purpose of 
all these movements is written plainly on 
the map. If successful they will give Great 
Britain control of the Spanish main and 
make the Caribbean sea little better than 
a British lake.”’ 

England’s Present Attitude. 

He concludes as follows: “We have seen 
the British forces at Corinto. 
the attitude they assume in Venezuela. 
They are attempting to take land on the 
Alaskan boundary. , 

‘They have denounced the nrodus vivendi 
and reopened in that way the perilous dis- 
pute of the northeastern fisheries. It is 
not by accident that these events have all 
occurred or all come to an acute stage 
within the past year. They are not due 
to us, for we have committed no aggres- 
sion upon anybody. Of all these difficulties 
which are now upon us. the most im- 
mediate is that involved in the dispute with 
Venezuela. They tell us that this ter- 
ritory is remote and worthless. It is’re- 
mote, perhaps, but it is not worthless, for 
if it had been the Venezuelan possession

CAMPOS PROVES A FAILURE 


Spain Is Behind in Finances and Mut- 
terings Are Heard. 


THE PATRIOTS WON THE LAST BATTLE 


The Machete Was Used with Terrible 
Havoc—The Spanish Are Fight- 
ing for Money. 


New York, December 30.—The Times to- 
morrow will publish the following Havana 
dispatch dated December 

“The excitement in this™tity is almost 
beyond description. For the first time the 
blind supporters of Spanish rule in the 
island realize that it is seriously threaten- 
ed by the rryolution. The shock has been 
the most severe, as it was expected by 
those who have faith in the military abili- 
ties of Martinez Campos that the moment 
had arrived when the Cuban forces, if 
not entirely crushed, would meet with 
such a sudden check as to demoralize, 
scatter and send them back flying. to 
Camaguey. TIfstead of that anticipated 
result of General Martinez Campos’s plans, 
it is he and his whole army who are fiying. 
before the victorious enemy, whose pro- 
gress seems to find*no opposition and no 
obstacle. 

“It is impossible to ascertain how many 
times and to what extent the Spaniards 
have been defeated. The governmént has 
so far succeeded in suppressing the news 
which must Dave reached Havana. It is 
said that mail from the fleld has been 
withheld, and if any letters have been 
received by private courier those receiving 
them are careful not to make the contents 
public in order to avoid suspicion respect- 
ing their connection with the rebels. One 
thing, however, is mlain, that is that 
Martinez Campos’s plans have been shat- 
tered and that he has been “compelled to 
beat a hasty retreat before the advancing 
enemy. 

“Mutterings from Spaniards who are 
supposed to be well informed in regard to 
what is occurring indicate that the situa- 
tion is a critical one for the Spanish gov- 
ernment. In the cafes and other public 
places the serious and grave miens of the 
Spaniards is a noticeable feature. Their 
long faces and their whisperings show 
that all is not weil with them. 

“ The will not, however, even acknowl- 
edge the fact that is plain to everybody. 
Martinez Campos’ winter campaign, from 
which he hoped so much, has utterly failed. 
Even if things with him and his army 
have not gone so bad as seems to be the 
case, there is no doubt now that this year 
there will be no sugar crop, and this means 
no revenue for the Spanish treasury, which 
is already some $7,000,000 behind in its obliga- 
tians. Moreover, should Gomez, having ac-+* 
complished his purpose, withdraw from 
territory which he now occupies before 
Martinez Campos can again place h's troops 
in position to again commence active opera- 
and he will find himself at the end of the 
dry season in a worse condition than at 
the beginning of it, and mavng tc ? an 
enemy greater in numbers, lied 
tions the rainy season will h. c in 
with arms and ammunition and encouraged 
by success. As an indication of the ex- 
tent to which the Spanish commanders have 
lost their heads, their precipitate diligence 
in fortifying the approaches to Havana 
should be pointed out. 

“No one not overcome by excitement could 
suppose that Gomez at the present moment 
would even dream te atest the city.” 


PATRIOTS ARE WINNING. 


Dispatch from Santiago de Cuba Tells 
a Brave Story. 

Santiago de Cuba, December 20, via Key 
West, Fla., December 30.—Since Lieutenant 
General Pando began his campaign here the 
imprisonment of prominent persons of this 
city has increased considerably. In con- 
sequence of this harshness men join the 
insurgents by hundreds, thus strengthening 
the Cuban army, which is already large 
in this region. 

The Spanish army has lately received a 
terrible blow. Colonel Macias, who left San 
Luis for PalmatSorrento on December 18th, 
with 900 men, had a disastrous engage- 
ment that day between the two towns 
with the insurgent leaders Demetrio Costillo 
and Pancho Sanchez,, commanding 600 
rebels. 

The imsurgents’ attack was so impetuous 
and they soa fiercely used the terrible 
machete that the Spaniards’ colonel or- 
dered a hasty retreat, leaving on the field 
forty killed and 114 wounded. The Spaniards 
also abaxdomed ten mules laden with pro- 
visions and munitions. 

The burning of sugar estates in this dis- 
trict and Guantanamo is increasing in a 
most alarming manner and the planters 
have abandoned all hopes of grinding sugar 
cane.

Ultimatums are what strain relations and 
they have come from Great Britain and 
not the United States. 


Importance of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“I believe wat this question will be 
peacefully settled by the representatives 
of the United States and Great Britain, 
but it is very clear that such settlement 
can only be reached by such action on the 
part of congress and the president which 
Shall be as temperate as it shall be firm, 
and which shall maintain the Monroe doc- 
trine wherever it justly apples. That 
doctrine is as important to us as the bal- 
ance of power is to Europe, and those who 
maintain the latter must not attempt to 
break down the principles which guard the 
integrity of the Americans and protect 
them from the interfersence of foreign 
powers.”’ 


Venezuela and Arbitration. 

In the course of Mr. Lodge’s’ historical 
review of the Venezuelan boundary ques- 
tion, he was asked’ by Mr. -Hill whether 
Venezuela had ever, at any time, refused 
arbitration. 

“Never,” Mr. Lodge replied. 

“I refer to that,” Mr. Hill explained, 
“on account of a published interview with 
Mr. Lincoln in a Chicago newspaper, in 
which it was stated that Venezuela had re- 
fused arbitration.”’ 

“I never met,” Mr. Lodge said, “with any 
instance in which Venezuela refused arbi- 
tration. So far as I am aware she has 
sought arbitration constantly. She has 
rejected one or two of the compromises 
offered by Great Britain. She rejected 
one of them because Great Britain insisted 
on the free navigation of the Orinoco. 
I do not think that Venezuela has ever re- 
jected arbitration. On the contrary she 
has always sought it.” 

At another point in the narrative, Mr. 
Lodge was asked by Mr. Chandler whether 
he had discovered any trace of the Indians 
with whom treaties had been said to have 
been made. 

“I have not,” Mr. Lodge replied. “They 
must be concealed in the British ‘case.’ ” 


Correspondence and Resolutions. 

At the close of Mr. Lodge’s speech, the 
correspondence on the subject of the vice 
consulates in Erzeroum and Kharpoot was 
laid before the senate and referred to the 
committee on foreign relations. 

Then Mr. Mitchell, republican, of Oregon, 
offered his resolution in relation to select 
committees of the senate, and it was agreed 
to. 
This was followed by the offering, also 
by Mr. Mitchell, of a resolution providing 
for the reorganization by the republicans 
of the stanfing and select committees of 
the senate from and after January Ist, 
1896. 

Proposed Committee Membership. 

The proposed committee membership hav- 
ing been read at the clerk’s desk, Mr. Gor- 
man said that it was the universal custom 
in the senate for the party in the majority 
to control the committees. 

To that there was no objection. It was 
the proper and orderly way of conducting 
the business affajrs of the senate. But 
owing to the fact that it was well known, 
prior to the assembling of this congress, 
that neither of the*great parties, republi- 
can or democratic, was likely to have a 
clear majority in the senate, a resolution 
was adopted by the senate continuing the 
old committees until otherwise ordered by 
the senate. 

“We are perfectly aware,’’ Mr. Gorman 
continued, “‘that the democrats are in a 
minority in this body. We have not a 
clear majority of all the senators elected. 
We-do not know as yet that the republi- 
cans have a clear majority. That can only 
be decided by a vote on the proposition, 
If they have, they are unquestionably en- 
titled to the adoption of the resolution 
and to the entire charge of all the prin- 
cipal committees of this body. Then the 
country will understand perfectly who are 
to be held responsible for the conduct of 
the business of this body. With a view 
of ascertaining that faet I shall demand 
the yeas and nays on the adoption of this 
resolution.”’ 

‘The vote was taken and the resolution fix- 
ing the membership of committees was 
agreed to. Yeas 3), nays 28. Five of the 
six populists reserved their votes, namely,

the simple reason that the party to which’ 
you belong had got to be so currupt in my 
state that all decent. men condemned it.

Kyle—having done so) the result would 
have been 30 yeas and 33 noes and the 
republican programme would have tumbled 
to pieces. The same thing that had oc- 
curred today would oceur again and again 
—the populist senators having the balance 
of power, All discussion, therefore, as to 
whether the ré®>onsibility for legislation 
lay with the republican party was outside 
of the domain of discussion and was in 
the domain of the concrete. 


Vest from a Concrete Standpoint. 

“The concrete of the whole matter,” Mr. 
Vest broke in, “is that the populists re- 
mained silent and allowed the republicans 
to take vharge of the committees because 
the finance committee as now constituted 
has a majority of one of silver coinage 
men. It has bé=n stated that that commit- 
tee Consists of six repubiicans, six demo- 
crats and one populist, but the senator 
from Colorads (Mr. ‘Wolco.t) was put upon 
it Dy tne republicans with che understand- 
ing that that would give a majority of 
silver coinage men to that committee. 
That is the concrete in this whole busi- 
ness, and without that arrangement we 
never would have seen our populist 
friends sit dumb us oysters when this 
thing Was carried through.” 

Had Remained the Same. 

Mr. Allison remarked that the complexion 
of the finance committee had not been 
changed from what it was at the last 
congress; its number only had been in- 
creased. No matter what we may say here, 
it is known that that cc mmittee was and 
is in favor of free coinage of silver and 
it is also knowh that no organization of 
this senate coum have been made without, 
practically, being so. 

“It is well khown,’’ Mr. Allison added, 
“that a majcrity of that committee as or- 
gurized would fe in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver, at democrat on it being 
understood to in its favor. So that, as 
respects the sefection of Mr. Wolcott, or 
as respects the selection of the new demo- 
cratic member of the committee, we do 
not deceive each other.”’ 

Caustic Allusion to Cleveland. 

Mr. Gorman confessed his amazement at 
the distinguished senator from Iowa, pro- 
claiming to the country (after he and his 
party friends had shown so much anxiety 
to get control of the committee) that they 
had no power to carry out the decrees of 
their party. 

“After all, Mr. President,’’ ¢ontinued Mr. 
Gorman, “the country will hold either the 
republicans or the democrats responsibie 
for the government for the next two years. 
It is divided responsibility. You are in a 
large majority in the other house and 
there is in the executive chair a gentie- 
man who was page as a democrat.” (This 
caustic allusiofY to the president provoked 
some laughter.) ‘‘And therefore it was 
Suggested in the last congress that we 


' would co-operate here in the senate. But 


the desire of power, the anxiety to control 
committees has made you (addressing the 
republican senators) take a step which will 
enable you to throttle legislation, But 
you’ have taken the responsibility. Meet 
it. Meet it as we did in the last congress 
when we had only a majority of one.” 

Mr, Hoar asked Mr. Gorman if he could 
suggest a simple measure of doctrine or 
principle which it was in the power of the 
republican senators to pass without the 
aid of democratic votes. 

“That is true,”” Mr. Gorman said. “TI 
admit it. But the senator from Massachu- 
setts knows as well as I do that when you 
take possession of every great committee, 
putting the democrats in a minority on all 
of them save one, you put yourselves in a 
position to affirm legislation or to stop leg- 
isiation. It is the responsibility of the ma- 
jority that you assume. If you had carried 
out the idea suggested by the resolution 
last session—making liberal concessions on 
both sides—you would have been able to 
bring together the better thought of the 
senate—so that men who had the best in- 
terests of the country at heart would 
thha-ve controlled the committees. I think we 
would have thad better legislation than we 
will have now, when the great finance 
committee is, by the action of republican 
senators, controlled by the populist party.’’ 

Finally the debate came to an epd and 
Mr. Cockrell introduced a concurrent reso- 
lution, which went over till tomorrow, pro- 
viding for a recess from tomorrow till 
January 6th. And then, after an execu- 
tive session, the senate, at 4:50 o’clock, 
adjourned until tomorrow. 


An Executive Session.

INSISTS ON A CONTRACT. 


Chief Arthur Says He Will Remain 
Until One Is Made. 

Savannah, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)— 
Chief P. M. Arthur, of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, who arrived here 
Saturday to look into the matter of the 
trouble between the engineers of the Plant 
system and the company, says he is camped 
here to remain until a contract is made. 
He used these words freely today in cor- 
respondence with President H. B. Plant, 
asking for a conference with regard to the 
matter, but has not received a reply that 
he considers definite and satisfactory. 

President Plant’s only reply was that he 
would be here in two weeks. Chief Arthur 
wired that he was ready to meet Mr. Plant 
anywhere with the grievance committee of 
the engineerS, but hag received no definite 
reply to this telegram. 

Superintegcent B. Dunham refused to 
make any new contract with the engineers 
when he t6ok charge of the system, saying 
he had given them the rulebook and told 
them what salary they would receive. This 
he considered sufficient for a contract with 
employes of the system. Whenever the 
engineers are ready to give him a bond for 
$10,006 for the faithful performance of 
their duties he says he will consider the 
matter of a contract, but as long as they 
are not responsible and the railroad sys- 
tem has property which can be held re- 
sponsible, he will not make a contract. 

There has been some strike talk here re- 
cently and it is considered that the sys- 
tem may be hampered for awhile, in case 
it refuses to make a contract with the men. 
Superintendent Dunham has always seem- 
ed satisfied, however, that he could secure 
a sufficient force and he insists on putting 
the engineers op the same basis with other 
employes.

TEN-YEAR-OLD NEGRO CHARGED 
WITH HORSE STEALING. 


At Eight Years of Age He Stole Fifty 
Dollars—The Next Year Set Fire 
to a House. 


Athens, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)— 
Judge Foster had before him today a num- 
ber of cases for committal trial, but one of 
them was especially of interest. 

When the prisoners were brought 
the courtroom there was-one scarcely large 
enough to be seen. When he entered the 
prisoners’ dock there Was a disposition on 
the part of many to laugh, tor it seemed 
such a ridiculous sight to see ln a court ol 
justice, 

The case was called, “The State vs. Al- 
bert Walker, coloreégcharged with the of- 
fense of horse stealing.’’ ‘‘he lttle negro 
stood up and plead not guilty. His fatner 
Was present and stated that the boy was 
just a little more than ten years old. 

The evidence in the case was entered 
into. It was conclusive in its nature, and 
nothing remained for Judge Foster but to 
bind the boy over to appear at the next 
Session of Ciarke superior court to answer 
to the charge ot horse stealing. 

Several citizens commenting upon this 
case sum up the situation as follows: At 
eight years of age he stole $50; at nine 
years of age he set fire to a house in east 
Atnens; at ten years of age he stole a 
horse and rode out of the city in a regulal 
Jesse James fashion. When he gets to 
manhood where will he be? 

Quite a number of citizens applying this 
case have remdrked that for such charac- 
ters as these the state of Georgia will have 
to establish a reformatory. They cannot 
be left to run around and to coop them up 
with confirmed criminals will make them a 
thousand times worse.

JUDGE PARDEE WRITES ALSO 


A Letter from Captain Harry Jackson 
‘ in the Batch—Both Sides of the 
Case Presented. 


The pardon of Lewis Redwine is looked 
upon by his friends in Atlanta as some- 
thing more than a mere probability. 

This opinion was confirmed by the ac- 
tion of District Attorney Joe James, who 
forwarded to Washington yesterday af- 
ternoon the papers in the Redwine case 
submitted to him several weeks ago by 
Messrs. N. J. & T. A. Hammond, the at- 
torneys for Redwine. 

The contents of these papers will re- 
main a secret until they reach their desti- 
nation in Washington city and receive 
their proper consideration at the hands 
of the pardon attorney. 

Ever since it was first reported in Atlan- 
ta that Redwine’s health was failing his 
friends have been actively at work in his 
behalf and efforts to secure his pé@?don 
have_been predicated on the idea that con- 
tinued impriso::ment would inevitably re- 
sult in his death. 

Accordingly a formal application for par- 
don was drawn up by his attorneys sev- 
eral weeks ago, ‘This application was sub- 
mitted to the district attorney for his con- 
sideration but on account of the pressure 
of legal obligations and the illness of his 
daughter he was not able to give it prompt 
attention. 

However, the matter has at length been 
carefully considered. In the batch of pa- 
pers sent to Washington yesterday was a 
Statement from the district attorney, a 
letter from Judge Pardee, of New Or- 
leans, who presided over the trial, and one 
fromm the late Captain Jacksdén, who as 
sisted the government in the prosecution. 

Concerning the letter of Captain Harry 
Jackson it Was written several days prior 
to his death. It was dictated to his ste- 
nographer, but no signature was attached 
to it. The attitude of Captain Jackson 
was doubtless one of opposition to the 
pardon, but the district attorney refuses 
to disclose the contents of the letter. 

The statement of Judge‘ardee is thought 
to be one of consideration for the pris- 
oner, while that of the district attorney is 
also partial to him. 

Under one inclosure the statement of 
Judge Pardee, the letter of Captain Harry 
Jackson, the recommendation of the dis- 
trict attorney and the application for par- 
don made out by Redwine’s attorneys, were 
all sent to Washington yesterday after- 
noon. The application for pardon is 
based solely on the ill-health of the prison- 
er. Those who have seen him say that 
his health is in a wretched condition and 
that death will be the rgsult of his impris- 
onment unless he is pardoned. The pa- 
pers will receive prompt attention in 
Washington and the pardon will doubtless 
be granted within a few weeks. 


JAPANESE MEAN BUSINESS. 


Are Now Buying Cotton To Be Used 
for Home Manufacture. 

San Francisco, Cal., December 30.—A 
morning paper says: Heavy shipments of 
raw cotton from Texas points and New 
Orleans are en route to San Francisco over 
the Southern Pacific. The ultimate destina- 
tion of these materials is Yokohama. For 
several weeks this shipment has been so 


voluminous that the railroad company has’ 


been compelled to ask for increased fa- 
cilities from the Pacific Mail and Occidental 
and Oriental Steamship Companies. These 
Shipments indicate of course that Japan 
is increasing the number of her spindles 
and is greatly augmenting her output of 
manufactured cotton goods. In other words, 
the Japanese are bent upon first supplying 
their home market with cotton fabrics in- 
stead of buying them abroad, and will 
later on become a manufacturing competi- 
tor in the markets of the world. The total 
amount of cotton negotiated for by the rep- 
resentative of a Japanese manufacturing 
syndicate is estimated at 50.000 bales for 
this season. Next year not less than 100,000 
bales will be exported by the energetic 
orientals. Mr. Matsumi, the representative 
in question, states that Japanese manufac- 
turers have increased the number of their 
spindles from 500,000 in 1894 to 750,000 dur- 
ing the present year, and should the ex- 
periment prove a success— of which there 
seems little doubt—a further increase will 
be made. The strides of the eastern giant 
in this respect may well be watched with 
concern by American manufacturers. 


ARRESTED IN SAVANNAH. 


J. A. Lyons, Wanted in Atlanta for 
Stealing a Watch. 

J. A. Lyons is under arrest in Savannah, 
supposed to be wanted in Atlanta for the 
theft of a watch. A telegram to The Con- 
stitution from that city last night stated 
that Lyons was arrested at the request of 
Chief Connolly on the charge mentioned. 

Lyons is said to be from Richmond, Va. 
Ie seems that he was arrested in Savannah 
a day or two ago for the theft of some 
jewelry, but released, and was rearrested 
yesterday. It has not been decided whether 
Lyons will be brought back to Atlanta

NORTH CAROLINA’S GUARD IN 
FINE CONDITION. 


Could Be Mobilized at Any Railway 
Point in Thirty-Six Hours—News 
from North Carolina. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 30.—(Special. }— 
Adjutant General Cameron’s report made 
to Governor Carr today says the strength 
of the state guard is nee It is com- 
posed of “twenty-seven #infantry com- 
panies and three divisions of naval re- 
serves. The troops are ,better equipped 
for service than ever be‘ore, with abun- 
dant clothing, overcoats, blankets, camp 
equipage and ammunition, and can be con- 
centrated at any point on a'‘line of a rail- 
way in thirty-six hours, armed and fully 
equipped for at least six months’ service.

The lessees are re- 
sponsible for the escapes, and unless they 
can show that all due diligence was main- 
tained to prevent the escape they are sub- 
ject to fine. The usual fine imposed is $200 
in each case, though it may be more. There 
are fifty or sixty escapes to be accounted 
for, and each. penitentiary company has 
some of them chalked up to its account. 
At this time it is usual to go into details 
as to the escape, and testimony, both oral 
and written, is submitted on both sides of 
the controversy. 

The governor’s high court, which will 
consider the penitentiary question in all 
its phases, will convene in the senate 
chamber the latter part of January or the 
firt of February. The date has not yet 
been definitely fixed, but it will be when 
Attorney General Terrell reaches here this 
week, That hearing promises to be the 
most interesting of its kind the state has 
ever had. Coming, as it does, on the heeis’ 
of ‘the reports of the penitentiary commit~- 
tees, and being really instigated by those 
reports, it will open up the whole question 
in such a way as to bring out information 
which will doubtless be highly valuable. 
It is the governor’s intention to make the 
hearing just as thorough and complete as! 
is possible and everybody who can possi- 
bly throw any light on the treatment of 
convicts at the different camps will be 
subpoenaed to appear before the governor. 

The Misdemeanor Convicts. 

The action of the legislature leaves a 
rather peculiar situation in regard to the 
misdemeanor convicts. A recent decision 
of the supreme court held that the coun- 
ties had no right to lease their chaingangs 
or other convicts to private parties. In 
view of this decision an effort was made 
to pass a bill giving the counties this right. 

As was explained,’ the practice of renting 


convicts to private individuals has been a . 


very common one, and at least half of the 
misdemeanor convicts are in such gangs. 
Under the decisian of the supreme court 
they are illegally so. 

The bill referred to passed the senate, but 
did not, pass the house, It was killed there 
through the representatives of large coun- 
ties which have their own chaingangs, and 
which can use the convicts from the small- 
er counties as well as their own on road 
work. Another factor of opposition to the 
bill was those who had made a study of 
the convict system and had come to the 
conclusion that it was in these private 
chaingangs that the convicts receive bad 
treatment, and not in the gangs operated 
by the counties. It is a notorious fact, as 
is shown by the report of Captain Wright, 
who investigated the county ehaingangs for 
the governor, that in these private gangs 
the men have not been given credit for 
good behavior as has been provided by law. 

The result of this will probably be that 
the large counties will hereafter get the 
convicts at practically their own figure, 
and another probable result will be that 
fewer petty offenders will be sent to the 
chaingang. 

‘There is often,”’ said a state official yes- 
terday, ‘“‘too good an understanding be- 
tween the county court and solicitor, and 
an ,offender who would under other cir- 
cumstances be let off with a light fine or 
in lieu thereof a short term of imprison- 
ment, will be given a long term simply be- 
cause he can be leased at a good figure 
and the costs will go to the county officials. 
Now, of course, I don’t mean to say that 
this is the general practice, but the possi- 
bility is there and it should be removed.” 


Dr. Gardner Was Pardoned. 


One of the Christmas pardons which 
Governor Atkinson granted was to a once 
well-known citizen of Atlanta, and a man 
whose case attracted a good deal of at- 
tention—Dr. Grafton W. Gardner. 

Dr. Gardner was sent to the penitentiary 
under a five-year sentence. He is an old 
man—over sixty-five now—and, as the gov- 
in his er, to serve a 
sentence of two or three years is as_hard 
on an old man as a five years’ sefifence 
would be on a man considerably younger. 
The pa n was recommended by Judge 
Clark, who is very conservative about 
making such recommendations, and the 
petition in favor of the doctor was a very 
one one. The order of pardon was 
not written until yesterday, but the doc- 
tor’s name was on the Christmas list. 

An Old-Time Hunt. 

Governor Atkinson is back from Meri- 
wether, where he went to have an old-time 
Christmas hunt and frolic with his friends 
and neighbors. The hunt was a big affair, 
more than a hundred people taking part 
in it. The company divided into squads, 
and as the governor expressed it, “shaugh- 
tered about everything in the county in the 
way of game.”’ A cavalry force went from 
one squad to another, bringing in the game, 
and at 2 o’clock the whole company got 
back to Colonel Tom Atkinson’s farm, 
where dinner was served.

Judge Hillyer is now president of the 
board, whiie Mr. George Winship is vice 
president. For years—ever since the death 
of Judge C. C. Hammock, the historical 
father of Atlanta’s water works—Judge 
Hillyer has been president of the water 
board, while Mr. Winship, since his entry 
into the Doard, has been vice president. 

The organization of the board may show 
the same names in the same places as they 
are now written. 

And then the organization may present 
quite a change. 

President Hillyer may have opposition 
for the presidency, and then he may not. 
While he is making no effort whatever to 
have himself retained as the head of the 
water board, it is certain that he is willing 
to continue his good work as president as 
long as the members of the board want 
him. Should he have opposition, that op- 
position may come from two sources and 
neither of the two sources—if such a term 
can be. used—in seeking the chair to which 
the gavel belongs. 

Should the presidency of the board glide 
away from Judge Hillyer, Mr. Winship, the 
now vice president, may be placed at the 
head of the table. 


Or it might turn-out that Mr. Howell C. - 


Erwin, who will be qualified, may Ae 
placed in that chair. 

There is no announced or promulgated 
reason for a change in the presidency, but 
at the same time there are rumors, which 
cannct be traced to a reliable source, that 
a change may come. In event a change 
for the presidency does take place and the 
change puts Mr. Winship up, the’ vice 
presidency will be within the gift of the 
board and none of the wise men of the 
city hall people can say where it will go.

The letter speaks for itself, while it does 
not show an unkind feeling toward Atlanta 
it has a manifest selfish tint about it, and 
has put Mayor King and the members of 
the special committee to the task of think- 
ing. 

“Il am inclined to think,” said Mayor 
King, ‘“‘theat there is a decided misunder- 
standing somewhere. We have never had 
an idea other than that Atlanta would 
carry the bell back and were arranging for 
that. I wrote Mr. Smith telling him what 
arrangements we contemplated and asked 
if they suited, at the same time saying that 
Atlanta was anxious to co-operate with 
their committee. I did not hear and wrote 
again and telegraphed, for I wanted to 
know what to do. I received his reply this 
morning, and it seems that some of the 
memebrs of the special committee are not 
pleased with it.’’ 

“What was the reply?” was asked. 

Mayor King declined to show the letter 
and a copy was secured by The Constitu- 
tion in the way - indicated. 

“Did you ever receive a letter fegm Mr. 
Smith, chairman of the committee, sug- 
gesting that the bell.be sent home by a 
route different from the one by which it 
came and intimating that members of the 
‘Liberty Bell’ committee would come to 
Atlanta to go back with it?’’

“IT have heard so. Is it true?’ 

“TIT had a personal letter from Mr. Smith, 
but I do not think I should disclose its 
contents.”’ 

Mayor King would talk no further about 
the letter, but it is certain that he receiv- 
ed such a communication. 

“Was the route you informed Mr. Smith 
in your letter that you had secured the 
same as the one he suggested?” was asked. 

“The route [I had secured was by the 
Southern system.’ 

“Now,” said Mayor King, ‘“‘there seems 
to be a misunderstanding somewhere, but 
just where, I dun’t know. When the bell 
came, Philadelphia paid to bring it down 
and Atlanta knew that. Atlanta set aside 
$1,000 to pay for the reception of the bell 
and the’escort. Before the bell got here the 
Hall-Herring Safe Company had agreed 
with a Philadelphia representative to 
move it to the grounds free of cost. I 
was with the Philadelphia committee in 
the Kimball when the bell was to move. It 
was slow and I made some inquiries. It 
was found that the float upon which the 
bell rested and the six horses carried big 
sheets advértising the Hall-Herring Safe 
Company and some objections had 
been raised. I asked ‘some of the 
Philadelphia committee if they desired the 
advertising sheets on, and one of them 
said to me: 

“tinder no conditions, Mr. Mayor.’ 

*“T then called Captain John Miller, a 
fourth ward councilman, and told him to 
have them removed if he had to cut them 
off with a knife and with the military be- 
hind him, 

“Captain Miller did as I requested ‘and 
the Hall-Herring Company lost*the adver- 
tising. It was then that the Livery stable 
which furnished the horses sent in a bill 
for $25: a transfer company sent 
in a bill for $200 for the float, and with the 
hardware company and others, amounted to 
something like $400. All of this it was 
thought was ‘to be paid by the Hall-Her- 
ring Company, but when it lost its adver- 
tising sheets on the horses and car, the 
bills were sent to the city. Mr. Campbell, 
chairman of the committeé, knowing that 
Philadelphia was paying to put the bell 
4nto the efroutids, wisely wrote to Mr. 
Hall, asking whether or not they had 
contracted for the bills, saying Atlanta was 
ready to pay them. He was informed that 
they knew nothing of it, and today Atlanta 
paid the bills, after considerable reduction 
in some of them, which were excessive. It 
seems that the Hall-Herring Company 
moved the bell in Chicago, and I guess Mr. 
Pearson, the manager here, thought those 
signs would be worth that money to him. 

“Mr. Smith, in a letter to me, stated that 
New Orleans had returned the bell, and 
it was thought Atlanta would do the same. 

“Something, either the inquiry about the 
bills or the route, seems to have displeas- 
them. But I guess we will take the bell 
back for Atlanta, and at least hope so.”

Dice was one of the last members of 
the gang to be arrested. At present eight 
men besides Dice are in jail at different 
places, accused of belonging to the big 
gang, and the government officials think 
that the nine arrested constitute almost 
the entire gang. One or two other,men 
are still at large who are suspected of 
complicity in the gigantic fraud, by which 
about $100,000 worth of spurious paper 
money has been put in circulation during 
the past year. 

Operated in the West. 

It seems that until recently the counter- 
feiters have operated in states beyond 
the Mississippi, m&king Texas, Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska and other states their 
field. Ford and Senter and Dice are said 
to be the leaders of the gang, and they 
were followed to Atlanta by the secret ser- 
vice men. Ford and Senter were arrested 
in the postoffice by means of a decoy let- 
ter mailed to them, but Dice evaded the 
vigilance of the officers. 

Ford and Senter were arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Broyles and 
remanded to jail. They were later ordered 
removed to Omaha by Judge Newman, 
and they are now awaiting trial on the 
charge of passing the bogus money in 
that city. 

Those Now Under Arrest. 

The other members of the alleged gang 
of counterfeit crooks now under arrest 
are: 

J. W. MILLER,’ said to be Dice’s part- 
ner in the organization of the gang, now 
in jail at New Orleans. 

B. H. DAVIDSON, recently arrested in 
New Orleans with Miller. 

W. S. GRAHAM, arrested in Paola, Kan. 

J. E. KEENER, arrested in Atlanta, and 
now in the county jail.

Instructions were left with Keen- 
er to ship the grip to Paola and by doing 
so Keener got himself into trouble, The 
officers learned that the grip of money 
had been shipped and it ways an easy 
matter to learn the name of the shipper. 
When arrested Keener had $9 worth of 
the spurious stuff, which he claimed was 
given him by Dice without any considera- 
tion. 

Says Keener Is Honest. 

Keener denies that he is in league with 
the gang and says that he had no intention 
of disposing of the money. In conversa- 
tion with The Constitution in jail yester- 
day afternoon Dice exonerated Keener, 
saying that he was an innocent man. 

He said that Keener did not know what 
the grip contained and was in no manaér 
at fault in the matter, this place lieing 
used as a convenience. 

What Dice Says. 

“Keener is an innocent man in trowble,” 
said Dice. “He had nothing to do with 
the money and I want to say that he is 
an honest man. The grip of money was 
left at his place of buginess by a negro 
and he was asked to ship it to Pawla. I 
used to know Keener tn Chicago and when 
I met him on the street here I of course 
spoke to him and renewed the acquain- 
tance. s 

“I came to Atlanta four weeks ago and 
stopped at the Oriental hotel. The place 
was crowded at the time and I moved toa 
boarding house somewhere in the vicinity. 
I do not remember the name of the land- 
lady, but I was assigned to a rear room. 
My baggage was taken there by a negro 
and the grip was®sent to Keener later. I 
know Ford and Senter and knew that 
they were coming to \tlanta. I saw them 
in Kansas City and told them that I was 
coming to Atlanta. They said they were 
coming too and we agreed to meet at the 
riental hotel. 

Ford and Senter Had the Money. 

“T talked to the men before they were 
arrested. There is no dowbt that they 
are counterfeiters and I understand that 
one of them has confessed. I know noth- 
ing about the business, never made a 
counterfeit bill in my- life and never at- 
tempted to pass one. Those fellows had 
that grip full of money down here and I 
saw that they were in trouble and simply 
wanted to help them out, that’s all. I 
came to Atlanta on business and did, not 
try to conceal my presence friom the 
officers.

TIME TO BE CALLED TONIGHT 


Foree of Workmen Preparing the 
Track To Transport Exhibits—Ev- 
erybody Away Tomorrow. 


* 


A force of workmen armed with picks 
and shovels marched through the rain into 
the exposition grounds yesterday morning 
at 9 o’clock and halted in front of the man- 
ufactures and liberal arts hall, Five min- 
utes later the old railway track buried at 
the beginning of the exposition appeared. 
In spite of the rain and the freezing wind 
the workmen dug on and yesterday after- 
noon a long line of track had been exca~- 
vated, 

This morning the force of workmen will 
be inereased. The trestle across the lake 
will be replaced and tomorrow afternoon 
the Southern will have its tracks ready for 
transporting the exhibits from the grounds 
as speedily as possible. 

The track just in the rear of the ma- 
chinery hall is intact and has been in use 
during the exposition. Those exhibits 
ready for shipment tomorrow morning will 
be taken out immediately. This track can 
accommodate all exhibits stored in the 
transportation, Georgia manufactures, ne- 
gro, electricity, machinery, and mineral 
and forestry buildings. It will be placed 
in running order tomorrow and everything 
will be in readiness for carrying out the ex- 
hibits. 

All the exhibitors are impatiently waiting 
for tomorrow. They are eager to depart 
and when the close comes there will be a 
rush to pack up and get away. Yesterday 
the offices of President Collier and Secre- 
tary Lewis were crowded with exhibitors 
desiring permits to take down their exhib- 
its. Many of these applied for permission 
to have their exhibits removed today. 

“IT want to get my things out of here 
at once,” said one of the impatient class 
yesterday, stepping inte Mr. Collier’s of- 
fice. “lI want a permit to tear up this 
evening.’”’ 

The man was informed that he could not 
get his permit until tomorrow. He walked 
out frowning. 

This is the mood of every exhibitor on 
the grounds. They can scarcely wait until 
the close. Tomorrow all of the buildings 
will be converted again into workshops. 

In the manufactures hall Commissioner 
Macchi will issue an order for the exhibi- 
tors to get ready as soon as possible. He 
will have charge of the affairs in the for- 
eign sections and will direct the packing of 
goods. Many of the exhibitors inthis de- 
partment have few things to carry back. 
Most of their goods have been sold out dur- 
ing the holidays and they leave in much 
better condition financially. Superintend- 
ent Judson will take charge of the exhib- 
itors in the other part of this building. 

The agricultural building will probably be 
stripped first. In this goods of a portable 
character and light weight are exhibited 
and it will require only a short while to 
dispose of them. Arkansas, P'lérida, South 
Carolina, the Seaboard Air-I.ine and Lou- 
isiana have about the largest exhibits in 
these buildings. It will require possibly 
a week to remove these. The other ex- 
hibits are light and can be easily packed. 
This hall will be emptied first. It will re- 
quire a month possibly to remove the ex- 
hibits from machinery hall. These are 
heavy and of a complicated nature. 

Mr. Horace Bradley, of the art building, 
will return today and look after the pack- 
ing of the goods there. The pictures will 
be cased at once. 

“I- think,”. said Secretary Adams, of the 
government board yesterday, ‘“‘that it will 
require at beast a month’ to get all the ex- 
hibits here in proper form for shipment. 
We have a great variety of delicate ob- 
jects and it will require a long while to 
pact, them and get them in shape for send- 
ing back to Washington.” 

In all of the buildings there is a great ex- 
citement over the end of the great show. 
Tomorrow the exposition will present an 
entirely different appearance.

A Full Docket Next Week—Judge Van 
» Epps Will Hear the Motion in

A motion for a new trial will be argued 
before Judge Berry this morning by the 
attorney of Steve Moore, who is charged 
with gaming.

Dr. Charice W. Dabney, Pp 
government board, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday morning and will’ remain to make 
the fina] disposition of all government ex- 
hibits in the United States building. Messrs. 
Adams, Clarke and Ravenel also members 
of the government board, are_here, with a 
number of other mhinor government em- 
ployes, for the purpose of making atrange- 
ments to transpott Uncle Sam’s exhibit to 


Washington. 

A meeting of the government board was 
held Friday morning in Washington with a 
full attendance. Nothing of importance 
was considered except the subject of get- 
ting out the report of the work done at the 
exposition for President Oleveland. This 
report will be made in.a neat volume, 
containing pHotographs of different parts 
of the grounds, and will be one of the most 
valuable souvenirs of the exposition. It 
is always customary at the close of the ex- 
position in which the government partici- 
pates to make a formal report of the work 
done to the president. At the meeting of 
the board last Friday it was determined to 
issue the report on the Cotton States and 
International exposition as soon as possible. 
It is a notable fact that the report made by 
the Chicago board of government directors 
has néVer yet appeared. This was an elab- 
orate affair, but it is said there there has 
been inexcusable delay in preparing it for 
the public. 

The present board is determined to avoid 
any such delay in the forthcoming report 
and it is probable that it will be ready to 
be distributed within a month. The book 
will be made up in a most attractive form. 
It will contain a detailed account of every 
departmental display in the government 
building and the work done by all of those 
in charge of the exhibits. The book, .of 
course, will contain an especial account of 
the work done by the government, but it 
will also be profusely illustrated with 
scenes about the grounds and will be an 
authentic history of the fair. ' 

“I hope,” said Secretary Adams, yester- 
day, “‘tnat the report will be ready within 
@ month or two.” 


Will Be Auctioned Off. 

What will become of the government 
building is a qtestion that has not yet been 
settied. Unless there is interference by a 
special act of congress, transferring the 
building to some other place, it will be sold 
off at auction to the highest bidder. There 
is a Tietermined effort among the directors 
of the Centennial exposition! in Nashville 
to have the government building transfer- 
red to that city. A committee of directors 
from Nashville were in consultation sev- 
eral days ago with several members of the 
government board, with the hopes of ob- 
taining this result. According to law, 
however, unless there is some provision 
made by special act of cangress, the build- 
ing will be sold at public outcry as soon 
as the exhibits are taken therefrom. 


To Begin Work at Once. 

Uncle Sam will not be behind in stripping 
this building of its contents. A fulf force 
of workmen necessary are already on the 
grounds awaiting the close. Wednesday 
morning they will be put to work and as 
soon as possible all exhibits. will be cased 
and shipped away. This building was the 
only one in proper shape on the opening 
day of the fair and will possibly be the 
first: vacated. The character of the ex- 
hibits will require some time for shipment, 
but a full force of workmen have been en- 
gaged and the place will be vacated as soon 
as possible. 

Dr. ‘Dabney will probably remain in At- 
lanta for several weeks winding up the af- 
fairs:of this department of the exposition. 
It was expected that a session of the gov- 
ernment board would he held yesterday 
morning, but this was not found necessary 
and no other meeting of this body, will be 
held wntil the return to Washington.
